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Victory of the French. 


Received bythe fhip Hope, Captain Hailey, in 1 days 
from London. 
LONDON, Auguft 1g. 

The Intelligence which we have this day to relate, 1s of 
fo awful and tremendous a nature, that we canaot, without 
confidérable agitation and pain, difcharge our duty in coms 
municating it tothe public. It will excite wonder even in 
the miraculous campaign, and may perhaps produce fome 
negle@ and: alarm in 4 nation that icems taunlianzed with 
deieat, aud. reconciled to difgace. kn the courfe of one 
day, we have learnt the tidings of the rout and diiperhon 
of mighty armies, and of the abjeét humiliation and im- 
pending mia of the greateft powers ; 19 ene word, of events 
which feem to us to be little le/s thap a prelude to the to- 
tal deftruétion of the eftablifhed fyitem of Europe, 

It was naiural and reafonable that the imperial court 
fhould confider Ltaly as the quarter in which alone the 
F.euch could be vulnerable, An army fcattered over an exe 
tenfive country, and occupied in conining a reftiefs and 
muticaus people, feemed likely to prefent many favourable 
points of attack. Towards Italy, therefore, the efforts of 
Aufiria appear to have been direéted, 1t was even thought 
politic to weaken the aumy of the Archduke, for the pur- 
pote of reinforcing Wurmier, and a large bedy of men 
were detaiched tur that obje&.. By thofe extraordinary 
exertions, Gen. Wurmfer found himfelf at the head of a 
gallant and well difciplined army of 60,000 men; and that 
excellent officer feems to have thought himfelf in a condi- 
tion to raife the feige of Mantua, and perhaps to effedt the 
secovery of Lombardy His firft fucceffes correfponded 
with the hopes that have been formed from fo formidable 
afoxce, On the agth ult. he drove the French from the 
pait of Salo, Gtuated onthe welt bank of the Lago di Gar. 
da, and fhortly after expelled them from Breefcia, the capi_ 
tal of the Brefciano. 


Thefe fucceffes, however, proved as fhert-lived as they 
‘werestrivial,. The army of Bounaparte had been reintorc- 
ed byd5,000 men from La Veudee; that uufortunately 
celebrated: country, through which the combined powers 
fo: long oped to give a mortal wound to the French Re- 
public, but which has in fact proved the grave of the roy- 
aliftss and the beft nuifery of Republican foldiers. He 
withdrew his troops from Verona, and concentrating his 
whole force, he marched without delay againft Wurmfer, 
The dates end particulars of the altonifhing events. which 
followed, are fo imperfed, that we can only give a very 
general fketch of them. © kt appears, however, that Buona. 
parte attacked the Auitrians at Lonado and Salo; and at 
the firft of thefe places made fix hundred prifomers, and 
killed two thoufand men, On the gd init he again attak- 
ed them inthe whole extent of their line; at Lonado, 
Caftiglionne, and Montechiaro, with fuch fuccefs, as to 
have killed and wounded gooc, taken thirty field pieces, 
and made fix thoufand prifoners, among whom were two 
general officers. 


What the particulars of the events which fucceeded this 


* great viétory were, we have not yct !earnt; but fuch has 


been their aftonifhing and awful refult, that in five days 
(probably from the ait to the 6th inft.) twelve thoufand 
Auftrians have been made prifoners, Gx thoufand have been 
killed, feventy piecees of caynon taken, and their,whole ar - 
my completely routed aud difperfed, In this fhort period 
has been aunihilated'a numerous, brave and_diiciplined 
army, commanded by one of the moft celebrated Generals 
of his age ; for the formation of which fuch extraordinary 
efforts and facrifices were made; which wasthe fole bul- 
wark of Germany on the Italian frontier, and in which 
were depofited the laft faint hopes of the Court of Vienna, 

' The French are now the undifputed mafters of Italy, 
from the Alps to the Strairs ef Meflina ; and whether they 
pircil itinto dependant Republics, or ftill for a while, 
faffer its whretched Prigces, trembling in their palaces, to 
retain 2 precafious and nominal authority---it is in truth 


and fubflance a Province of France.

They accufed the 
Emperor of having protraéted Hoftilities! and his Minit- 
ter recrimimated, by afcribing all the calamities of the War 
to the inaétivity and pulillanimity ; accufations which may 
both in part be true---But on what a milerable and delpe- 
rate footing they muft negotiate, may bé judged from the 
circumftance, that they found it neceffary to fend a deputa- 
on of thei: own number to the French Generals,  fupplicating 
them to grant proteftion to their perfons and archieves ! 
and that they have been compelled to employ the me- 
diation of the King of Priffia for the ‘fame humiliat- 
ing objet. It isa grofs abufe of language, to dignify 
by the mame of Negociation, the ignominions terms which 
a conqueror may chule to di¢tate to thofe who ae reduced 
to implore his prote¢tion, 


We have received authentic intelligence that Gen Kleber 
has eytered Ratifbon; but the particulars of his negociation 
(for it will ftill be rediculoufly called!) with the captive 
Diet, havé not reached'us. We have allothe bett reafon 
to believe, that fome wretched terms of Capitulation, 
which by the courtefy of Europe, may be called a Treaty 
of Peace, have by this been granted by the French to the 
Emperor at Munich. _ The term Negociation may be ap- 
plied to fuch tranfactions, but negociation implies at leat 
fT fome equality. There is no negociation between a con- 
queror and w Tuppliant.
